It is a difficult task to find the words which adequately describe the experiences encountered by this "Class of 74", But, it 
is even more difficult to try to recapitulate and convey the feelings or emotions which accompanied those experiences. 


For all of us, parents, teachers and students alike, the past four years have been a period of growth in many directions. The 
most obvious being physical growth; the most delicate, emotional growth and the one for which most schools are built, in- 
tellectual growth, The meaning of growth inferred in all these perspectives encompasses not only development and expan- 
sion, but also discovery, awareness and realization. 


By engaging ourselves in different fields of endeavor, from athletics to academics, to music and many others, we were able 
to exercise a will to become more aware of what was around us and perhaps even more significant, of what was within us. 


This type of discovery and self-awareness took place in each of our days here at Westview. In the classroom, we faced situ- 
ations which challenged us to contemplate and reason on an intellectual basis as well as to understand and relate on a social 
basis.

Of this class' high school experience in the 70's, it was most disheartening to witness a conflict of values between educa- 
tion and government financing.

Although we leave high school acknowledging and grateful for what we gained through our education, we also leave with an. 
awareness of elements that could have rendered our experience even more worthwhile. Often, we found priorities within the 
credit system misleading and cast in the wrong directions. The consequence was in some instances, a lessening of the capa- 
city for understanding the world around us and a lack of preparation for the future. 


For this reason the Graduating Class of 1974 must place its faith in the future. The future, because it holds the possibility of 
eliminating the obstacles which impede the maximization of the positive and enriching sides of education. We must strive to 
minimize the negative and ineffectual sides of education. 


The task now is to continue the growth process already initiated here at Westview. To utilize the resources and insight gained 
here at Westview, and to apply ourselves in our new environment, be it university, college or the working world. 


We must get on with the job of formulating our individual and collective contributions to humanity. The contribution of the 
"Class of '74", is to realize self-awareness, intellectual integrity and the ability to relate to other people.
